IN RACCOON CREEK EAST OF 


GRANVILLE 


Investigation Disclosed the Fact 


That 


HIS THROAT HAD 
BEEN CUT 


From Ear to Ear—Body Supposed to 


Be That of George Newhart, of 


Columbus. 


People, residing in the vicinity of 


Clause's Lane, on the 
Newark 
and 


Gianville road, about one mile oast 
ol' Granville, were thrown into a state 
of srcat excitement Thursday morn- 
ing by the discovery 01 the dead body 
o:' a man lying in tho waters of 
the 


Raccoon creek, near the T. &- O. C. 
railroad bridge. 


The ghastly discovery was made by 


Ellas Johnson, the fifteen-year-old 
son of Mr. Wesley Johnson, colored, 
\vho resides in the vicinity. The boy 
was engaged in hunting mushrooms 
on the hill side, when he noticed 
something strange in the water under 
the bridge. He proceeded to investi- 
gate the matter, and was horrified to 
discover that the object was the body 
of a man. 
On further investigation 


he found a suit case and a grip lying 
nea'- the edge of the water. The boy 
then hurried to the residence of Mr. 
Louis Flory,. and told Mrs. Flory of 
his find. Mrs. Flory immediately no- 
tified Coroner Legire, and that official 
accompanied by Mr. Fred King and 
an Advocate reporter, boarded one of 
Mr. James Mills' 
fast 
automobiles, 


and 'with Mr. Mills in charge, made a 
hnir raising run to the scene of the 
t; agedy. 


Upon arriving on the scene quite a 


number of people were found asspm- 
bled, having been attracted 
to 
the 


spot through curiosity, although ev- 
erything was just as it had 
been 


found. 


At the coroner's request some of 


the men secured a large pole and drew 
tli« body of the man. which was ly- 
in£r on its fact1 in about three feet of 
water, to the shore. It was then 
dragged up on the grass and turned 
over on its back, when a horrible 
right was presented to view. The 
man's throat was cut from ear to ear, 
£.nd the wounds, 
immediately 
after 


the bod:1 had been taken from 
the 


water, began emitting a small stream 
of blackish blood. 


The dead man is about five feet 


ei^ht inches 
in 
height, 
and 
was 


creased in a good suit of black clothes, 
with white shirt, cuffs and sold cuff 
buttons. His features are quite prom- 
inent, and evriything points to 
the 


fact that he has lately been in cood 
circumstances, as his suit case con- 
tained numerous articles of men's al- 
tire. of the finest texture. 


From letters found in his possession 


the dead man is undoubtedly George 
>'ewhart of Columbus. 
His overcoat 


is also marked

Newart,

A num-

was made. The body was turned over 
to Bowers & Bradley, undertakers, to 
be prepared for interment, and Co-

Mr. Matthews, a traveling man from 


Columbus, "who was in the city today, 
viewed the remains of the dead man. 
HP said that he had seen him on the 
s-treets of Columbus, many times, but 
was unable to call him by name. 


DEAD MANlDENTIFIED.

And these "folk series' 
often 
erive a picture of the nation 


which has evolved them more graphic 
than many historic pas;es. 


The folk song, then, spite 
of 
its 


simplicity, has a strength and beauty 
all its own. "It is the wild brier-rose 
of music, spring-ing up by the -wayside 
of art; 
seldom can we ascertain who 


planted it; 
rarely can we ascertain 


how it ?rew into its final shane: yet 
"when the greatest composers try to 
imitate its directness and simple ;io\v- 
er. they frequently fail." 


The antiquity of the folk song HF re- 


markable. It is no exaggeration' to 
state that the Bible itself 
conCains 


manj folic songs of old Palestine—the 
mourning song as it is used to'lay be- 
ing prominent in Jeremiah, the 
Tycd- 


cl'iig song of the Orient appearing in 
the Song- oi Solomon, and the faviorite 
vintage soivg—abruptly changing 
into 


mourning-—being clearly perceptible in 
chanter V of Isaiah. 


The character Of each nation is" in- 


delibly stamped in its folk music. fThe 
folk sons of Russia, for instance, in 
its deep pathos and bacchanalian 
ness, speaks of serfdom, and the tem- 
porary escape from sadness, in intoxi- 
cation. The folk songs of Norway and 
Switzerland resemble each other in

Williams is going to tell you about 
Welsh Literature, it would be unpar- 
donable presumption on my part to 
have oven the appearance of trying to 
"c:tcal his thunder." 
I will, therefore, 


confine myself to a lew

on the language from a purely musical 
otundyoint ) 
, 


The Welsh is a terrible tonsue to 


Icoi: at, but is sweet and musical to 
hear, having seven vowels, and oeing 
full of soft, liquid sounds. It is a most 
copious language, too. containing 
no 


ifciver than eighty 
thousand 
words; 


and from this fact, and from others 
which the student early recognizes, it 
is easy to believe that it has greater 
scope for the utterance of poetical sen- 
timents and musical expression 
than 


the English language. The pronuncia- 
tion is easy and flowing; so that, with 
its many and incessantly 
recurring 


vowels, it is an easy language to sing 
—much more so than the English, and 
only second in this respect to the Ital- 
ian. A novice ecountering the name, 
"Ebbw Vale" (one of the fair valleys 
near the flowing Usk), might 
easily 


Eupoose it to be a jaw-breaker of a 
word to iironounce. 
But it is only 


"Bbboo," than which nothing could be 
more musical. 
So also with "cwrw," 


pronounced "koo-roo" 
(Welsh 
for 


''beer"). There is a mellifluous liquid- 
ity about this latter word which seems 
to make it very musical to many ears 
other than the Welsh. 


Our program this evening is made 


up from such selections 'a.* were avail- 
pble. and as were adapted to tlie sing- 
ers participating: in this, our first folk 
song recital; and while we do not ex- 
pect our modest musicale to be recard-

ROUT OF THE COSSACKS 


Japanese No Lor.ger Fear Czar's 


Crack Troopers. 


PIERCE EAJTD TO HAND FIGHT. 


Itt Their Opening Engagement at 


Clioiitrfu, Kortu, Mikado'* Cavalry- 
men Overroae 
un<l 1'nt to Wild 


Flight Much Dreailcil llomenien of 
the Steppeu—•jKpuiK.-se llumfouuded 
by Lack of Valor. 


Edwin Emerson. Jr., staff 
corre- 


spondent of the Ne\v York World with 
the Japanese army, recently sent to 
his paper from Sukchong, Korea, the 
following account of a Japanese vic- 
tory over a troop of Cossacks: 


The fight at ChoiiL'fu, in Korea, on 


March 28 demonstrated that the Cos- 
sacks no longer ha\e the power to in- 
spire terror among the Japanese troops. 
A detachment of Japanese cavalry 
scouts had left Ku»au early in the 
morning. 


The troopers separated into 
two 


small bodies of ten horses each, led by 
scouting officers. Uliey were to meet 
again outside of Cbongfu. They met 
as arranged, and one scout reported 
that the town appeared to be free 
from the enemy. Ten of the troopers 
accordingly rode on toward Wiju and 
Kwaksan. The others entered Choug- 
fu by the southern gate. 
Suddenly 


some mounted, Russians were seen on 
an eminence in the town, and there 
was brisk firing. The troopers who had 
ridden off toward Wiju wheeled and 
rode for the town as hard as they 
could tear. A small troop of Cossacks 
was seen riding hard from Kwaksan. 
Both Japanese and Russians fired 
while they rode. Nobody was hit 


The Japanese troopers, riding pell- 


mell into town, joined their comrades, 
who were fighting dismounted. The 
Russians fired down on them from n 
height close to the town. They held 
the position in force. One of the Jap- 
anese troopers volunteered to ride for 
re-enforcements. 
While racing out of 


the town he •was wounded in the back. 
The others held their ground for near- 
ly an hour as best they might against 
what appeared to be overwhelming 
forces. 


Meanwhile the Russians were re-en- 


forced. The Japanese main squadron, 
about a mile from Chongyu, hearing 
the firing, galloped for Chongyu. They 
were met by the scout who had ridden 
out of that place. Both rider and horse 
were bleeding. 
At his call for help 


for his sore beset comrades within 
Chongyu the cavalrymen drove their 
spurs into their mounts. The Japanese 
troopers 
within1 Chongyu, always 


maintaining an iacessant fire, rode out 
of the town and succeeded in joining 
the Japanese column of cavalry rid- 
ing to their relief. Together they oc- 
cupied Chongmadong 
hill, about a 


thousand feet south of Chongyu. 


A detachment of Russians worked 


around to the rear, and the Japanese 
troopers found themselves 
between 


two fires. At this critical moment the 
vanguard of the Japanese column of 
infantry, advancing to the relief on 
the double quick, came in sight, and 
the Russians' enfilading fire ceased. 
The arrival of the Japanese infantry 
saved the day for Japan. 
It was ac- 


complished 
under striking 
circum- 


stances. 


The Japanese infantry, which had 


been ordered to advance within sup- 
porting distance of the scouting cav- 
alry, had baited for their noon meal 
flt a place called Akai, about five miles 
from Chongyu, when the sound of fir- 
ing was heard. The men jumped to 
their feet as to n bugle call. Their 
officers ordered them to leave all im- 
pediments, their blanket rolls, over- 
coats, 
knapsacks 
and 
haversacks. 


Stripped to the lightest marching or- 
der, the battalion hurried at quick step 
toward the sound of the guns. When 
they reached 
South 
Teektal, three 


miles from Chougyu, they were met by 
a 
wounded mounted orderly, who 


urged them to make the utmost haste. 
From there on the men ran all the way 
to Chongyu, arriving in a condition so 
spent that they had barely strength 
enough to fight. Throwing themselves 
into the hilly ground rising east and 
soatheast of Chongyu, they opened a 
skirmishing fire on the Russians, one 
detachment uf whom, numbering about 
fifty mounted men and seventy dis- 
mounted, was then within 200 yards 
of the sore beset Japanese cavalry. 


The Japanese 
cavalrymen, finding 


themselves 
supported, 
drew 
their 


mounts from under cover and mount- 
ed. Led by Captain Kawa, with drawn 
sabers they galloped to the attack. 
Captain Kawa was the first to fall, 
struck by two bullets, one in either 
side. 
Lieutenant Komura was shot 


through the thigh, and Sublieutenant 
Nagaoka, rifling in advance of the oth- 
ers, was also \\<>ipded. Two troopers 
were killed outright while a dozen 
went down with their horses, ending 
their mad career. Those who dashed 
on fairly oven ode the Cossacks, who, 
wheeling, rode tor dear life after the 
briefest of fierce hand to hand fights. 


When the Japanese infantrymen on 


the bill, who Sad held their fire during 
the cavalrj attack for fear of hitting 
their comrade;-, beheld the Japanese 
cavalrymen actually putting to rout 
the redoubted horsemen of Russia they 
rose up and. waving their arms, burst 
into wild cheeks of "Banzai!" Then 
they poured a volley into the retreat- 
ing foe and. advancing themselves on 
the run, captured CUongfll. 


The behavior of the Cossacks and 


the fact that these much dreaded cav- 
alrymen of the steppes were not a 
match for the Japanese cavalry, which 
is considered the weakest branch of 
Ihnt service, seems to have astonished 
the Japanese soldiers. *,-

the country he is operating in thor- 
oughly and has already impressed the 
.Uussians with his skill as fighter and 
strategist. 
He is fifty-nine years ol 


age, somewhat under the average Japa- 
nese height and a man who on the bat- 
tlefield is possessed of marked cool- 
ness and disregard of personal danger. 
Indeed, he seems to have absolute con- 
tempt of exposure to the fire of the en- 
emy. 
The Japanese say of him that 


GENERAL BABON T. KTJBOKI. 


"as he is on parade so he is in action." 
He has seen service in two previous 
wars, and his strategic ability, com- 
bined with his courage, has been of the 
utmost service to the Japanese in the 
Manchurian campaign. 


General Kuroki, who is a Kagoshima 


samurai, has three divisions under his 
command, the famous Imperial guards, 
led by Lieutenant General Hasegawa; 
the Second division, under Lieutenant 
General Inouye, and the Twelfth di- 
vision, under Lieutenant General Nishi. 
The Imperial guard is the mikado's 
own division and is composed of the 
very flower of Japan's young manhood. 
Officers and privates are from distin- 
guished families, and they wear a dis 
tinctive uniform. 


In .1 recent engagement with the 


Russian forces General Kuroki and his 
gallant men surrounded the enemy on 
three sides, and after most desperate 
fighting the Imperial guard captured 
twenty guns, with horses and carriages, 
and more than twenty officers, togeth- 
er with many men. Although the Rus- 
sian force was a large one, the guards 
put it to flight. Especial courage was 
shown by the Imperial guard division, 
under the immediate command of Lieu- 
tenant General Y. Hasegawa. 


One account of the recent fight on 


the Yalu says that when the Eleventh 
regiment of the Russian army was ad- 
vancing toward the Japanese firing line 
•'in front of the regiment a chaplain 
bearing a cross was struck by two 
bullets." Religion and the rites of the 
Russian church play a prominent part 
in the warfare of the soldiers of the 
czar. The Japanese soldiers, too, pray

before they nsht. Their devotions are 
often performed at wayside shrines, 
just as the Russian warriors worship 
in open air before shrinos along the 
roadside while on the march.

of the czar pray to Christ and their 
enemies to Bnddha. Melton Prior, the 
special artist of the London Xews in 
the far east, recently sketched two 


^ers nf. the Japanese army

shrine. ''One day while driving out of 
Tokyo," he says, "I chanced to see two 
soldiers in full inarching order suddon- 
ly stop in front of a wayside ahrine. 
Placing their rifles' by their sides and 
dotting their caps, they knelt doitn. 
and after bowing several times they 
put their hands together us if in prayor. 
They remained about two minutes in 
this attitude. Then, picking up their 
rlflca and caps, they marched on, to 
join their regiment. I was much im- 
pressed by tUe sceae."

by the young Russian singer Mile. Sa- 
charin, says a Paris cable dispatch to 
the Xew York American.

acts she recently announced that she 
would sell kisses at 20 francs each for 
the benefit of wounded compatriots. 
All the young men in the theater 
jumped upon the stage, brandishing 
bank notes. The place was in an up- 
roar, and the manager had to exercise 
his authority. But Mile. Sacharin had 
already sold 200 kisses, raked in 4,000 
franks and declared the kissing seance 
merely postponed. Neither Jules Le- 
maitre's oration nor Francois Coppee's 
poem nor Paul Derulede's appeal has 
brought as much for the wounded 
Russians as has Mile. Sacharin's meth- 
od. 


Use For E-tffel Tower. 


Experiments in wireless telegraphy 


are now being conducted from the Eif- 
fel tower, says the London Telegraph's 
i'aris correspondent. The latter is he- 
ng used to support a copper rod, called 
the "antenna," 350 meters in height— 
;hat is to say, fifty meters taller than 
the tower. From this altitude it is ex- 
pected that communication may be es- 
tablished at a radius of 250 miles 
around Paris and consequently with 
some of the French seaports on the 
channel and even with the French 
channel squadron out at sea. So far. 
lowever, messages have only been ex- 
.•hanged with the forts forming the 
outer defenses of the capital. The cx> 
>eriinents are being conducted by a 
captain and a company of telegra- 
phists of the engineer corpu.

The speaker said that the case de 
pends on circumstantial evidence, ano 
in circumstantial evidence every linK 
must be proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt. He said that he would prove 
the good character of the defendants 
for two reasons. 
First, as affecting 


the credibility of the defendants as 
witnesses, and, second, to show 
the 


improbabilily of their guilt. As to the 
proposed alibi, Griffith said that 
the

Jane Boyle's house when the shot was 
fired, but was just going in, and that 
the Barbours were in their home. He 
spoke of the business affairs, and said 
that he would show that James Gilles- 
pie attended to the business of the 
farm before his father died, and after- 
ward, and that he made all settle- 
ments to the satisfaction of his moth- 
er. He stated that he would 
prove 


that James Griilespie worked until 
dark the day of the murder and that 
Mrs. Seward was preparing to go to 
Cincinnati on the boat that evening.

wrought by the flood of March, 1902. 
'A detailed report of this occurrence, 
entitled "The Passaic Flood of 1002," 
was made by Messrs. G. B. Hollister 
and J\I. 0. Leiirhton, of the 
United 


States 
Geological Survey, and 
pub- 


lished some time ago as Water Sup- 
ply and Irrigation Paper Xo. SS. This 
paper 
included a discussion of the 


principal physiographic features and 
their general relations to the stream 
flow. It has now a sequel in a second 
report, by Mr. Leighton alone, entitled 
'•The Passaic Flood of 1903," wi'ch 
has just been published by the S'tr- 
iey as Water Supply and 
Irrigation 


Paper No. 92. 
This report, like 
its 


companion, is designed ofr gratuitous 
distribution, and it is expected that it 
•will find many readers, for the a'lthor 
has devoted some space to a consid- 
eration of means for preventing a 
recurrence of these unfortunate floods. 


The occasion of this second renort 


•was the fact that Passaic river over- 
flowed its banks on 
October S, 1903, 


and remained in flood until October 
19. 
Between these dates occurred the 


greatest and most destructive flood 
ever known alons 
this river, which 


v;as the result of an enormous rainfall. 
The total precipitation in this vicin- 
ity throughout the summer of 
1903 


tad been considerably above normal 
and since the 
total precipitation in 


the northeastern part of this country 
is approximately uniform from year to 
year, an observer might have 
been 


justified in predicting an abnormally 
or at least normally dry fall, la view 
of the actual events the fact must be 
emphasized that in adopting measures 
to prevent floods the margin of safety 
must be extremely wide. 


Two means are proposed of pro vent- 


jug damages by floods—the storage of 
food waters and an increase in the 
capacity ;>f the stream.

Bishop Vincent Submitted His Annual 


Report, Shewing the Condition of 


the Various Churches.

The lirst 
hour and a half was devotul to leli 
gions ceremonies in whicl1 tlie bishop 
and older members of the 
clergy of 


the diocese took lhe principal part 


The annual address of Bishop vin- 


cent. reviewing the work in the dio- 
cese during the year, proved decidedly 
irterestii'g and closed with a number 
of recommendations. 


The bishop memorialized the prom- 


inent members of the churches who 
died during the year, including A N. 
Whiting and Charles E. Burr, of Co- 
lumbus, and emphasized the necessity 
of more aggressive work in the Sun- 
ilay school department of the church 
He also pointed out" the field for an 
extension of missionary work in the 
diocese and recited the results of ef- 
forts in this direction since the last 
r-onvention.
